WABHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The reconstrics
tion of afalrs In Cubn, Porte Rico and
throughout the Bpanleh West Indles s re-
Ceiving earnest  consideration In  oMelal
gquarters and at the White House today the
president saw o number of prominent callers
In referenceé to this reconstruction In our
new Inwulanr dopetidencies,

it & probable that an Ameriean naval
vessel will go to Havana harhor before
long andl at least twd naval vessels will
be ordeéred to Havanm when Lhe military
commission assembles there to determine
vupon the flnal detalls of Spanish evacua-
tion. Bocretary Day also conferred with the
president and later determined, the peace
terme belng mawred, o take o week's va-
cation. He will leave elther tonlght or to-
morrow morning, golng, probably, to Can-
fon. Asslslant S8eccretary Moore will be net-
Ing mecretary of the State depnrtment dur-
Ing Judge Day's absence. The secretary’s
rétirement from the head of the depart-
ment 1% lKely to follow soon after his re-
frun from Canton and, indeed, It may como

To Have a Yavnl Heview,

The Navy department declded during the
day to yleld as for fn practicable to the

public desire at New York for a naval re-
view of the ships of Admiral Sampson’s
flent.  ‘Accordingly, Acting Secretary Allen

issued the following ordor:

“The department i mugh gratifed at the
denire exuressed to mee a review of the
war sbips and crulsers recently  ordered
home, nand g0 far ag practicable, iz desirous
of varrying out the wishes of the citizens
who widh Lo see the ships. But nelther
the officers nor the men of the fleet are
in condition to particlpate In a street par-
nde. The department I8 taking the oppors
tunity of the armlstice to put these ahips
#t once Ipto the best possible condition for
stich uses an may hereafter be required
of thpm, . It Is expected all other work
will be suspended and the entire avallable
foree of the navy yard dirgcted to this work

in order to secure the . greatest possible
dispatoh,
“The depprtment will direct that, upon

arrival in New York harbor, the fleet will
Bleamm up the North rlver as far as Gen-
cral Grant's tomb, fire 4 salute and Bteam
back to the anchorage. It 18 expected that
the fleat will reach New York on Saturday,
tho 200 Inst”

The plan I8 to have Admiral Sampson
met o Sandy Hook with orders for the
processlon. up the North piver. 1t |5 ex-
pected  that the fleet will be oit Sandy
Hook some time Friday night, but they
will be outslde the harbor until Saturday
maorning,

The Navy department is teking 8teps to
roduce the foree of naval militihmen called
Into servise from the sgeveral states. The
Minneapnlis 18 to transfer part of lts crew
to the Yosemite, thus relensing the Mich-
fgan naval militiamen, who man the Yose-
mite.

TO GET CUBA ON PEACE BASIS

Major Genernl Lee Confers with Pres-
ident an to Conditions in
the Island,

WASHINGTON, Aug, 15.—Major General
Fitzhugh Lee, In command of the Seventh
army corps at Jacksonville, wns In confer-
ence 1oday with the president and the War
department. e came hore on a apecinl tel-
graphic summons  from Secretary Alger,
anid he conferred for an hour with the presi-
dent. General Lee's experlence as consul
general ut Havana has given him an intimate
knowledge of Cuban conditions which will
be avialled of by the administration, It s
generally expected that he will head the
military commission which will adjust af-
falre In Cuba, and he has alao been strongly
urged for the governgrship of that lsland
after tho functions of that commisalon cenxe,
On both of these points, however, General
Loe as=serts he Knows nothing.

He would not speak of the subjects dig-
cusged as to the resull of his hasty trip
hera beyond saving he was talking over
nuitters In Cuba generally. Then he added:

“The first work which will have to he
done In Cuba will be to make arrangements
by which all the munieipal machinery can
he put in operation In all the towns and gov-
ornmental machinery throughout the Island
fop districts, There will have to be a mili-
tary control, I suppose, until such & time
us the people Interested ¢nn organize and

all their rights. The moest difcult problem
to solve Is the Nret organization of a pres
liminary form of government, as later the
Island will be very rapldly Amerieanized,
and all such questions will take care of
themselves, As to the probability of the
Cubians forming a atable government, 1 pre-
fume that as soon ne possible 0 proclamas-
tlon will be lssued setting aphrt a date
for the holding of a general electlon for
& chief executive of the island and for a
legglulative body to which all matters affect-
Ing the future of the Island will be ro-
ferred. This executive body probably will
adopt a copstiution and make the proper
ltws 1o put Into operation the political form
of govertiment,

“As to the army of occupation which will
be necessary to maintaln our position with,
respect to Cuba, 46,000 men will be ample
to garrison the whole sland. Of thie num-
ber, possibly 25,000 would be stationed Iin
and about Hovans, Matanzas would be the
next most Important point for a garrigon.
Other points should be regulated by the
possibilities of disorder that might take
plitce there and the number of troops at
the varlour points will naturally bhe gov-
erned by olrcumstances. Properly dirceted,
Cuba will have & great commercinl futiure.
Its unbounded and great resources will be
very rapldly developed by American push,
vigor nnd capital.*

GETTING BACK TO PEACE BASIS

Rirenmth of the Army n Subject Now
Recelving the Attention of
the Administeation,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—DPresident Me-
Kinloy 18 canvassing publie gentiment as to
the needs of the milltary organlzation In
time of peace and hus consulted a number
of visitors as (o how much of an army they
think should be kept up after the treaty of
pufice I executed. No conclusion has been
reached as yel on this point, but it I8 ro-
celving considerable attentlon on the part
of the administration,

Governor Bhaw of lown was one of (he few
prominent visitors at the White House to-
day. He was prosented by Secretary of Ag-
riculture Wilson, who drove over with him
from the department and placed his car-
ringe at the disposal of the governor., who
has just reached here from an trip of inspec-
tlon at Chiokamouga nnd Jacksonville and
algo o visit to Fernandina, where a brigadier
genernl repregents the state. Today he pald
his respects to the preslient and took occn-
slon to report the condition of the Towa
troops in camp. He sald that In & general
way they were In very lalr shape, but made
o number of suggestions looking to their
vonveénlence and comfort, He nsked also
how long It would be before thelr disband-
ment might be effected now that the pece
protocol is a closed document, but the presi-
dent himself has not now a fixed opinlon on
this polnt,

Acting Secretary of the Navy Allen was
with the president part of the morning, go-
ing over important matters of Aetall incldent
to the close of the war, Including the ques-
tion of & reorganization of the navy and Its
reductlon to what Is actually needed. It was
decided to create n board of five naval offi-
cers o puss upon the matter, Acting Secre-
tary Allen said that the board would be up-
polnted Immediately and that It would von-
vene probably before the close of the weelk.
Its function will be to determine whal ves-
sels now In the navy should be retalned,
which of them should have thoir Bovernment
charters discontinued, or their use by the
Hovernment otherwise dispensed with; what
changes to make In the vessels kept, ete,

Secretary Day had a brief conference with
the president, but had nothing new to dls-
close. A few other oMelals called during the
day, but the absence of the rush that has
characterized the White House during the
war was very marked.

HBLANCO'S TYPEWRITER IS WORKING

Exults that “the Iovaders” Huve Felt
the Foree of Spanish Arms.

HAVANA, Aug, 16.—General Blanco hns
published the following address to the in-
habitiants of Cuba;

It having heen resolved by the Madrid
Rovernment to conclude peace with the
Unltod States, L consider my mission In this
country ended and have solicited my relief
from duty. 1 could not urge upon you a
piacific solution of the existing struggle,
when not leng ago 1 advised ¥ou to mnin-
taln the war In any event.

I came to the Island of Cuba, as s well
known to all, ju oritical clrcumstances,
without fear of the difficulties which I must
encounter, and animated by the hope of
pueifying the faland and saviong It for Spain,
with the co-operation of all political parties:
and without any other ambitlon than to
render a service to my country, which 1 so
fervently love. The lack of faith and the
distrust of some of the prejudices and errors
of others were Insuperable obstholes to my
desires and aspirations; but desplte these
grave difficulties perbaps the day was not
far distant when we could have reallzed
20 huppy a purpese, though one so contrary
Lo the wishes of the enemies of our raoe und
the domination of America,

We had to accept the Blruggle at a momont
when It whe least expocted and wuder most
unfavorable clrcumstances, Neverthelods,
we sustalned the campnlgn with vigor anmd
our army has already let the Invaders feel
the welght of our srms, and 1 am willing it
the hend of the army to coutinne dlsputing,
fnch by Inch, the land with which such
vilor and at the cost of g0 much blood we
wero defending.

Sinee the natlon's government, which s
surely inspired with the great interesis of
patriotlsm and a desire also (o assure your
propuer interests and those of the other col-
ony, belleves the moment has arrived 1o
make peace, It s our duty falthfully to soe-
ond It in its purpose, but it cannot be that
Lam the one called upon to perform a pres-
ent duty which does not agree with wy
declurations, with my naets and with my
convictions, 1 see mysell obliged to leave
you at the present painful and diMeult mo-
ment, Nevertheless, I will not do it with-
oul advising you 1o muintaln the calmness
awnd prudence so neopssary to save the legit-
lmate Interests of Spain in Cuba whioch rep-
resont the fruit of your lnbors, and thus 1
think 1 have rendored my last and most dia-
Interested wervice to Cuba., to her inhabi-
tants, soud especially to the elty of Havaua.

BACK T0 THEIR OWN LAND

First Boction of Bhafter's Army Now Lying
* Off Long Inland.

MEN ARE REPORTED IN GOOD CONDITION

Those Who Were Sicek When They
Sitarted Rapldly Reeovering-—
Rooseselt and Wheeler
with Thewm,

NEW YORK, Aug. 15—The Rough Riders
are home, With Colonsl Theodore Roonsvelt
and “Fighting Joe" Wheeler thiey have
reached Montmok Polnt. They came on the
Minml, which, with the Gate City, Bt. Louls,
Viglianoin and Matteawan, llo at anchor off
shire now, their rigging lights plainly visl-
ble from the camp, A% soon as the Miaml
was sighted the gquarantine physician, Dr,
Magruder, put off to it In hia tug, the Ful-
vor. Colonel Hoosevelt met him at the rail.
With a hearty handshake he wssured  Ibr
Magruder that both he and his tommand
wore In Arst-cluss condition.

“1 never felt better in my life)” he sald;
“and I baven't had a pain slnee T went
away. There's Genernl Wheeler, ton, and
hin son, Lieuténant Wheeler. They 0o not
look as If there was much the matter with
them. "

Colonel Roosevelt had on a faded khaki
unlform, much stalned and discolored, but
thers was @ wholesome brodze on his face
und hands, and if he has lost somae flesh since
he went away he is not any the worse
for it. Genernl Wheeler, too, will pass the
doctors without any trouble. Always gaunt
and grizzled, he I8 thipner than ever, but
there 18 a fire In his eye and a spring In
his step which shows that the deadly calen-
tura has not besn ahle to quench his spirit.

There wag a cheer from Roosevelt's men
as the doctor came alongslde, Thay gathered
at the rail and hurled dozons of questions
af to when they were to be allowed to go
ashore,

‘“‘Not tonight, boys,'" was the doctor's
cheery response; “but bright and early to-
morrow. 1 won't keep you herg a minute
longer than I have to."

Colonel Roogovelt and the doctor walkei
up and down for awhile and the commander
of the Rough Riders talked about his trip.
“"We came up without a eingle mishap,” sald
he.  “Nearly all my men are well. There
Is not a bad case among them, and nearly
nll thosge who left Santingo in bad shape are
now well on the road to health.

“"Wheeler, here, has been 1], s you
know," he added, drawing his arm affec-
tonately through that of the old general,
but everybody knows how he fought, It was
0 lueky thing for the Spaniards that he was
@ bit under the wonther."

After the Rough Riders had ol been
lanued and started for the detention camp,
Colonel Roosevelt was met by the HEWShL-
per men.  They endeavored to get him to
tell about his experlences. He refused ab-
eolutely to talk about his achlevements, hut

gladly spoke of the work of his men. He
esid they were all brave and went Into
danger without hestiation, Mr. Roosevelt

was asgked about his reported wounding and
replied: "The wound on my right wrist
was from a shell, but was only a seraton
anyway."

He said he was in the best of health
and looked It. “We had a bully time all
the way through," sald the colonel. "My
reglment |8 one of ‘crackajncks.' "

Mr. Roosevelt added that the men were
glad to return, as there was no more fight-
ing to do,

High Pralse for Roosevelt,

NEW YORK, Aug, 15.—"Roogevelt, the

Herole Leader,” was the subject of a dis-

course dellvered by Rey. Thomas Dixon at
the Orand opera house, Many times, as the
address proceedsd, the preacher was (nter-
rupted by a storm of applause. He sald in
part:

I do not belleve in waitlng until after a
man I8 dead to glve him his Just praise. A
man of whom I am golng to fspenk is not
personally known to me, but [ love him be-
cause he 1s 0 man and a true American sol-
dier. Neither do I eare what his politics
are. Whether they agree with mine i
neither here or there,

Every man must love and admire an
American who has the courage of his con-
vietion, and such a man Is Theodore Roosa-
velt, to my mind the representative ond
ldenl American boy. Roosevelt was barn to
a life of ense and luxury. The surround-
Ings in which he was reared would, to the
average person, bp calculated to make him
i #nob, but such Is not the cage. When he
got his roglment together, where did he Ko
to get his men? Naturully, he went among
tho rough, sunburnt men of the prairie
whom he hoad learned from years of expori-
enoa were brave and loyal, With these he
mingled young milllonaires, whom he knew
were fighters. These he brought together on
an equal footing—the two oxtromeoes In sooial
life. The recogpition of herole manhood
wis the basic principle used by Colonel
Roosevelt in getting together his regiment.

Thoe work of the Rough Riders during the
war gtands alongside that of the regulars,
That forms & new pnge in American his-
tary, They were where the bullets flow the
thickest, and wherever the fire was the
hottest. Their charge up that hill was one
of the most glorlous events of the whole
war,

And what of thea recent ncts done by
Colonel Roosevell? The moving of 16,000
brave American soldlers from almost sure
death In the Cuban pestholes |8 direetly the
result of his manly letter.  DId Roosevelt
stop to think whsther he would be censured
for writing that letter? Not much., He was
award of the danger to the men, and he
cared not whether his utterances made or
marred his career. It was he who was
the author of that “round robin® and no-
body else,'

The
bulletin given out today announces that the
Bt. Paul sailed from Playa del Este, Ciba,
to Montauk; the Dixle and Yankee, from
Playa to the north coast of Cubn; Brooklyn,
from Flaya to the south const of Cuba; Oneida,
from Key West to Havana, and Topeka,
from Key West to {he Isle of Pines: Her-
cules, trom Port Royal to Norfolk, and
Kanawhn, from Playa to Key West, The
Slren has arrived at Key West, Dolphin at

Lambert's Point and Solace at Playa.

Late In the day It was announced that
the Peoria and Lebanon had arrived at Key
West.

Peck, Cyrus Rush MeCormick, John G.
Glessner, A. C. Bartlett, Theolore Oehne, 18,
W. Blatehford and J. W. Gates have been
Invited to be present and speak. Hon, John
H, Wanamaker of Philadelphia, Senator
Cushman K. Davis of Minnesota and Sena-
tor C. W, Falrbanks of Indiana have also
been invited to be present and express thelr
views,

A couple of weeks ngo the directors of the
aesoclation passed a resolution that It wans
the sense of the assoclition that the preal-
dent of the Unlted States instruct those
having in charge for this country ‘he con-
clusion of peace, 1o exact that the pores of
all Spanish territory o the Pacific ocean

SHAFTER THANKS HIS SUPERIORS,

Appreciates the Confldence Reposed
in Him by Authorities,

WASHINGTON, Aug, 10, —Secretary Alger
today recelved a letter from General Shaf-
ter, which 8 In pari as follows:

BEANTIAGO DE CUBA, Aug. +.—To Hon.
R, A, Alger, Becretary of War, Washington -
My Dear Genernl Alger—Your letter of July
25 was handed me yesterday by Major Snif-
fet. 1 thank you and the president for the
confidence expressed fn my abilily to handle
the matters entrusted to me here. The
numbher taken il in my command |s very
great, ns you will see, though not very much
greater than those returned to duty; and
the death rale I8 not at present alarming,
although it is steadily on the Inerease, and
the doctore tell me that the fever, malarial
and otherwlse, Is constantly presenting more
virulent features, Every effort poesible (s
made to guard ships bringing supplies to the
army, but It I8 almost impossitle to enforee
it when shlps must be unloaded and men
necessarily must come together in diacharg-
Ing and recelving cargo. The Ereat trouble
Is that the people themselves seom to have
no fear of Infection, and, unless you have a
guard over every individual man, it is al-
most  Impossible to  keep :hemy from
mingling,

The sllver question has settled itself and
Amoerican sllver s recelved the sume ns
American paper,

The missing I belleve have nearly all been
accounted for, Not a slngle man was can-
fured, and the only men now mirding nre
those that were killed In the thliek brush
and whose bodies have never been found.
The country has been scoured faithfully for
bodies. This wae done a short time after
the battle,

The camps now occupled ars measurably
good; they certainly are on the best wround
that Is In this vicinity, and slight chang s of
location ean be made. The difMoulty In ke -
arating camps of an army of this slze is on
account of the great difficulty of supplying
them with necessary food. especlally during
the wet season, when nalf a dozen wagons |
over o rowd cut It Into ruts two feet deep
In places. Pock trains are very good, und
we bave 1o use them and do use them nll
the time; In fact, without them we could
not get alopg, but the salckness among the
teamsters and packers has been very great—
nearly every one of them, 1 suppose 45 per
cent, have been sick, and like the soldiers
they do not recover thelr strength, Sup-
plies are abundant here of sll articles of
food and olothing. I canuot fully express
my gratitude to you for all the opportunitics
that you have given me and for the confl-
dence that you repose In me, us shown moro
